The result of it: was that America 
and the Allies will get 3,000,000 tons 
of German shipping now. in German 
ports to be used to transport: food ‘to 
Europe and to carry home American 
‘and Australian soldiers. This agree- 
ment, which the Germans seemed glad 
enough to make, is to last at least to 
the end of the final prolongation period 
of the armistice,: and what: will ‘be 
done with the ships then has not yet 
been decided. 

Another: matter to be determined 
later is what Germany will receive in 
pay for the use of these ships. The} 
rate will be the average current rate: 
for the use of ships now existing, 
which will be estimated soon. . The 
money Germany receives from this 
source she must expend on- account 
- of such food supplies. as may be sent 
to her in the transferred ships. 

The main fact is that America and 
the allies now get 2,300,000- tons ‘of 
cargo ships and 700,000 tons. of pas- 
senger ships. All the passenger ships 
will be ready immediately. 

They will all be used half and-half as 
tonnage by America and England for 
transports.

~ Rumor That Our Soldiers

COLONEL REBUKED LEADERS

HEADQUARTERS OF THE AMERI- 
CAN ARMY OF OCCUPATION, COB-

‘The Havas Agency in Paris has re- 
ceived a cable from New York that Tue 
New Yorx Trmes has printed a story to 
the efféct that a rumor is current in 
New York that the American Army on 
its entry into Luxemburg suppressed a 
movement then in progress directed 
against.the existing Government. 

“Tre New York Times goes On to say 
that it ig no part of the work of the 


Army of Occupation to engage in such | 


matters, and if this story is true the 
Army 6f Occupation should be on guard 
against any effort to stifle free expres- 
sion of local populations relative to the 
form of government which they désire.”’ 

{THe New Yorx Times has not printed 
any such story.] 

Tt cannat be too ‘emphatically stated 
that the rumor referred to is false. The 
facts in the case would have te be di- 
reetly reversed to put the Army of Oc- 
cupation in the light of interfering in 
Luxemburg politics. The command not 
enly of the Third Army, but of the 
American Expeditionary Force, agrees 
precisély with THe Tres that an army 
of occupation should in no way inter- 
fere with thé free political expression of 
people, and at the start of ita march to 
the Rhine an order was issued that ir- 
regpectivé of its sympathies the Army 
ef Occupation should in every case deal 
with the actual Government it found on 
the spot and should in no case interfere 
in any local politics er movements in 
Luxemburg or Germany. 

Birth of the Rumer. 


I know well the genesis of this mis- 
chievous and dangerous rumor, spread 
doubtless by some thoughtless soldier 
er officer reaching home. From personal 
knowledge I give the facts. Three days 
before our entrance into the Duchy of 
Lyaembyrg officers attached to General 
Pershing’s staff made arrangements for 
a parade of Américan troops through 
the capital of the little nation. 

In the nature of things, there was 
to be a review, and naturally, marching 
through a neutral soveréign country, 
the head of the Government was asked 
to review the troops with the American 
Commander, and, naturally enough, it 
was decided to review them from the 
baicony of thé Ducal Palace, where 
Luxemburg reviews generally take 


place.

/ American Colonel’s Retort. 


Now, the Colonel to whom these men 
tasked is a practical soldier man. He 
saw no international complications. He 
saw a crowd of civilians threatening to 
make a riot while his Conimander in 
Chief was about and incidentally up- 
setting plans which he, the Colonel, had 
made for General Pershing. So he said 
to the leader of the delegation: ‘‘ Friend, 
you go on back liome and, remember, if 
there is any riot you dre likely to be 
among the casualties.’’ 

The next day General Pershing stood 
on the balcony of the palace with 
Duchess Adelaide and reviewed the 18th 
Infantry and nothing untoward hap- 
pened. Not until afterward did he even 
know that revolutionaries had triéd to 
change his plan. The Colonel in charge 
had not thought it important enough to 
bother the Commander in Chief with, 
and I can’ state that had the General 
known the whole story it would have 
made no difference in his plana. 

After that regiment marched through 
the town it left, and during the two 
weeks we were in the Duchy of, Luxem- 
burg no American soldiers were kept in 
the capital, and those who went there 
on leave or on business went unarmed, 
under General Pershing’s orders. We 
had no police in the town, in fact, left 
it strictly alone. Any day revolutions 
wanted: to go ahead we would not have 
interfered. 

Those, then, are the facts. It cannot 
be sald that the American Army sup- 
preased. any free expression of local 
populations. The only potent factor 
was a refusal by General Pershing’s 
staff to change his plans. Had they 
done so certainly the Americans could 
have been accused of messing into 
things. 

Army Did Not Interfere. 


I was in Luxemburg for the two weeks 
our troops were in the duchy, and at no 
time did we take over any functions of 
government or exert any influence one 
way or another on the local political 
situation save for the one day when the 
General’s staff refused to make him an 
agent of the revolutionary party. 

It is a mischievous rumor that twists 
these facts into a statement that our 
army suppressed a revolution against 
Duchess Adelaide. It is peculiarly mis- 
chievous at this time when the Luxem- 
burg disturbances have brought the lit- 
tle duchy into the world limelight and 
when the inhabitants are making ac- 
cusations of outside interference. It is 
peculiarly unfortunate that the French 
news agency should be able to publish 
a rumor that Americans interfered.

BERLIN, Jan. 19.—Karl Hau, once a 
practising physician in New York, who 
years ago was sentenced to life im- 
prisonment for murdering his mother- 
in-law, a widow, Frau Molitor, of Baden- 
Baden, will be released within a few 
days. An order has been issnéd per- 
mitting his case to be reconsidered be- 
cause of new evidence discoveréd which 
may prove his innocence. 


Karl Hau, alias Stau, was arrested in 

London in November, 1906. charged 
with the murder of his mother-in-law, 
Frau Molitor, at Baden-Baden earlier 
in the same month. He was extradited 
to Germany, and, the court at Karis- 
ruhe having ordered an examination of 
his mental condition, he was examined 
by the University clinic at Freiburg, 
where he had been a student, and was 
Pronounced sane. He was removed to 
Baden-Baden in April, 1906, and his 
trial set for the same month. 

Hau wae born in Germany 39 years 
ago. father was wealthy wae 
former member of the Reichst : ana 
his mother was a baroness. e 
student about nineteen years o tea 
eloped. with ulein Lena ‘olitor, 
daughter of the court physician of the 
Grand Duke of Baden. She was six 
years his senior. 

In 1903 Hau came to America with hie 
wife and young daughter. He entered 
Washington University, Washingten, D 
Cc., and was Gotune there with the 
degrees of A. M. and LL.

Ahrens in Same Building. 

Dr. Ahrens today has an office in 
Wilhelmstrasse in the. same building 
as Dr. Rentzau. He is still engaged 
in propaganda, and his fiéld is still 
the Américan mind. He has charge 
of propaganda among the American 
soldiers in occupied Germany. 

There is another official who has 
charge of propaganda among the 
French soldiers tn occupied Germany. 

One naturally asks how this propa- 
ganda works, and that brings us back 
to the little differences between the 
doughboy and poilu, which of them- 
selves have amounted to nothing, but 
which, fanned by the Germans, are 
today of different proportions. 

America has been told how well the 
Germans received the American Army 
of Occupation and how well they have 
behaved. Wheén one goes back to two 
weeks before the Américans entered 
Germany, one finds that their local 
newspapers showed that expressions 
were general that it would be very un- 
fortunate if the Americans occupiéd 
Coblenz or Treves. 

As soon 4&8 the armistice terms were 
announced, there were on all sides 
expressions of hope that either the 
French or British would come here, 
but ‘' deliver us from the Americans.’’ 
Had not the propagandists told the 
German people that the Americans 
were barbarians, that they killed all 
their prisoners and showed no quarter 
on battlefields, and wére altogether 
swine and a tough lot? 

But the German mind has always 
been open to the propagandists. Along 
came the rétiring German Army. The 
officars preached night and day to the 
Germats to be pleasant to the Amer!i- 
cang. They must tejl the Americans 
that América won the war. They 
myat tell the Americans that Wilson 
wa the greatest man in the world. 
They must ‘‘ play up to’’ the Ameri- 
cans. 

People Do as They. Are Told. 

And as it was theirs not to reason 
why, the German people hereabouts 
did as they were told. The idea of the 
Government propagandists was that 
América’s influence at the Peace Con- 
ference. would pull thém out of thé 
hole into which they had got. ; 

So from the day of the Americans’ 
arrival in Gérmany the Germans have 
been subserviently kind to them. Now, 
human nature is human nature the 
world over. Thé Ameticans found the 
Germans well behaved and acquits. 


cent, and they adopted a policy of 
leration and were easy with the 


a es thé doughboy, without bedr- 


ing in mind the things the German 
had done, and the German, without 
regard to governmental wishes, got to 
talking together, and each decided 
not prevent doughboys in many in- 
stances from seeming forgetful that 
they were at war with the Germans. 

The American soldiers here are for 
the most part those who did the 
most fighting. This means they had 
been for several months in the mud 
of devastated France. Then they 
reached the Rhineland, got good beds 
to sleep in, had a rather easy time, 
and decided that Germany was not 
such a bad place after all. This 
means, in short, that some slight feel- 
ing of camaraderies has grown up 
here and there between American sol- 
diers and German civilians. 


Girls and Children. 


One evening I overheard a dough- 
boy talking to a German girl. He 
knew German and was saying: ‘*‘ You 
know we came into the war to whip 
the Kaiser. Now the Kaiser is gone 
and the war is over. Let’s be friends, 
you and I.’" Nothing unpatriotic was 
intended by that man. 

Doughboys who are found seated on 
the banks of the Rhine with a Ger- 
man child on each knee plan nothing 
against their country. 

Yet it is just this humane character 
ef the American doughboys that has 
been seized upon by the German 
propagandists to further their own 
ends. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
district is overrun with officials. They 
are in most cases imported from Prus- 
sia. The revolution has brought no 
change in officials of thé Rhineland, 
who aré the same as in the Kaiser's 
régime. It should be borne in mind 
also that this is a Catholic region, and 
the priests all play politics, their party 
being the controlling political force 
hereabout. It should be borne in 
mind again that this is a conservative 
region where the most influential: peo- 
ple love democracy at heart as much 
as they love smallpox. 

Hence it is a field for Dr. Ahrens. 
His work has been done subtly and 
well. In common with many other 
Americans here, I had almost begun to 
believe in the German sincerity In the 
profession of high regard for Amer- 
ica and Americans until I was made 
acquainted with the fact that instruc- 
tidns to coddie the Americans were 
coming from Berlin despite the efforts 
of the American military authorities 
to prevent it, 

Under the instructions the 
mans who came in touch with Amer- 
lcans were ordered to emphasize what 
kindly persons they were—so different 
fram the French, who were cruel and 
Savage conquerors. If I have been 
told once I have been told a hundred 
times how Germans hope that the 
Americans will stay in Coblenz until 
all the allied soldiers withdrew, for the 
coming of the French would be a 
calamity. One finds that some little

nified and spread to all quarters of 
the area occupied by Americans. 

There is an old hotel proprietor in 
whose establishment American officers 
are quartered and past whose place 
the correspondents must go to réach 
the headquarters of the Third Army. 
He delights to halt one and tell the 
new story of the day about how mean 
the French are and how good the 
Americans are. He will do this when 
he knows we know he is working for 
Germany every day in the week. 

Germans here, who would give their 
right hand to have Wilhelm back on 
that the other was not such a bad fel- 
low after all. Some doughboy would 
catch the smile of a pretty German 
girl, and forgave his enemy that even- 
ing after supper. 

A atrict army order against fraterni- 
zation went into effect, but that did 
the throne, will tell you how Germany 
must have a governmental organiza- 
tion just like that of the United 
Statés, the best in the world. 

But it is among the doughboys that 
propagandists do most work, and 
every German is a potential propa- 
gandist. They talk to the doughboys 
about their cousins in America, and 
how they are going across the ocean 
after peace is made. They end up by 
some new story about the Frénch. 
Sometimes that doughbéy has his 
petty grievances against a French- 
man and thus the grievance grows. 

Bearing in mind some of these sto- 
ries about how unpleasant the French 
were to the German civilians, I made 
a trip with a French officer into 
French-occupied Germany and saw for 
myself what falsehoods had been told. 
Frenchmen treat Germans firmly, but 
in no case cruelly. I saw Frénchmen 
talking to German girls as doughboys 
are not allowed to do. I heard ffom a 
French General how stories of bad 
conduct had been investigated and 
proved groundless. 

There came to the advanced Amer- 
ican headquarters one day a story 
from a German source of how @ regi- 
ment of Frenchmen, passing through 
the énd of the American aréa, had pil- 
laged the villagé and made all] the 
civilians line up and salute them. 
I went on a trip of investigation 
with an American officer and found 
that one French orderly had. taken 
a chicken and paid 5 marks instead 
of the 10 marks demanded, and how 
one French Lieutenant, seeing a Ger- 
man at work in the field with 4 pitch- 
fork, had made him present arms 


with his tool of labor. These facts 
are part of the American Army rec- 
ords 


Beoret Service Kept Busy. 

‘This work goes on unceasingly. The 
American, Sécret Service is day after 
day running down evil stories about 
the French which turn out to amount 
to nothing. It has reached such a 
stage that yesterday two ardent 

‘ American Germans "’ were told that 
the next good thing they said to an 
American soldier about America would 
get them into jail. 

The German propaganda among the 
Americans against the French is 





just like their campaign in America 
against the English, only a little less 
open, but with a hundred times the 
number of agents. 

Some official or priest will hear 
something against the French or under 
orders make up something out of 
whole cloth and will pass it along— 
and it goes a long way. 

Many American soldiers are billeted 
in private homes and it is imposible to 
prevent them from talking to members 
of those families. That is the way 
that much propaganda is done. In 
some instances the agent does not 
know that he or she is doing propa- 
ganda, but in most cases he knows 
what the main idea is. 

The trouble about the whole proposi- 
tion is that the Germans seem to be 
succeeding in it, as shown by letters 
the soldiers write to their home folks. 
With the lifting of the censorship the 
letters of only a few are examined, 
but these yield proof that some of 
the doughboys, too many of them, are 
getting to feel too kindly toward Ger- 
many and too harshly toward the 
French. When one considers what the 
father or sister in the United States 
thinks of what the soldier writes them, 
the result is not pleasant. 

The American doughboy who goes 
back home anti-French will be a 
problem, and it is to be feared that 
the number will not be small. 

German propaganda is two. sided. 
Germans in the territory occupied by 
the French preach night and day how 
the Americans are fraternizing with 
the Germans and becoming their 
friends. 
that American doughboys love Ger- 
many more than they do France, and 
how Americans go to church with 
them. They repeat that Americans 
take dinner at their homes, and they 
love to repeat the story that American 
soldiers are becoming engaged to mar- 
ry their daughters. 

False Stories Believed. 

These things are all false, but the 
poilu sometimes believes them, and 
whén a poilu has some little grievance 
or rivalry his grievance forthwith ex- 
pands. 

An American newly landed in Eu- 
rope reached Coblenz from Paris the 
other day. “ Why is it,” he asked, 
“that the Americans are fraternizing 
so shamefully with the Gérmans? It 
ig the talk of Paris.” 

This is but a reflection of German 
propaganda work among the French 
soldiers. The Germans tell the 
French that America is going to save 
Germany from the French at thé 
Peace Conference. One story is that 
Président Wilson will not approve of 
France getting back Alsace-Lorraine. 
To use slang, that gets the French- 
man’s goat. Tell that to a high 
French official ,and it makes no dif- 
ference. Tell it to the pollu and it 
does harm to America. 

It is hard to convince the doughboy 
that he is a victim of German propa- 
@anda. He asks you scornfully what 
that little child who smiles at him and 
takes him by the hand knows about

propaganda. I felt that way until my 
eyes were opened. Americans at home 
must not blame the doughboy too 
quickly. I know an American who 
before we entered the war was 
watched by the Secret Service because 
he acted and talked pro-German, and 
he was the Chairman of a Liberty 
Loan committee the last time I saw 
his name in print. 

All know how far German propa- 
ganda went in America. It was easier 
to grasp it and choke it there than it 
is here. 

It is hard to put the doughboy on 
his guard when the German pats him 
on the back and tells him he is a fine 
fellow, It is difficult to keep the poilu 
from believing that the American 
doughboy is not really gding to marry 
a German girl and in the next war 
refuse to help France against Ger- 
many. When that poilu has perhaps 
lost two brothers, he sométimes does 
not stop to think before he says some- 
thing harsh about Americans and tells 
other poilus who may sympathize with 
him. 

Doesn't Help the Allies. 

Many Americans believe that the 
last great war has been fought, but 
the French soldier does not think that 
nor does the German. Marshal Foch 
the other day spoke of preparing 
against another war. 

80, when a German tells a French- 
man that a German cousin up in the 
American area says the doughboys 
swear that never again will they help 
France, it does not help the Allies. 
And then that German cousin tells the 
Americans that America really won 
the war, but the French say that 
France could have won anyhow with- 
out America. That does not heip the 
Allies. 

At a time when the friends of civ- 
ilization should be standing side by 
side for the sake of the future one 
finds the soldiers of two great an¢é 
friendly nations allowing themselves 
to believe mean stories about each 
other and getting wrought up over 
nothing. If they had the judicial tem- 
perament it would be different, but 
they haven't it. 

It is the old story of crowd PEE 
ogy. And it is also a problem for the 
wise héads of America and France. 

If the Americans at home want to 
help, they will discount the stories 
against France which are being dis- 
tributed by some well-intentioned but 
not always well-informed or well- 
counseled recent visitors to Europe. 

It is well to remember that French 
and Americans ate two different races 
and do not always look at the sanie 
thing in the same light or speak the 
same thoughts. America would not 
have had her glorious opportunity to 
turn the tide against Germany if it 
had not been for France, A nation 
that did what France did in thé war is 
not the nation to get annoyed at too 
quickly. 

To any American mother or father 
who has a letter from a doughboy son 
‘‘ panning ’’ France, take it easy,

Ratification One of Deadliest 
Assaults Ever Made on Con- 
stitution, He Says. 


HE WARNS OF BOLSHEVISM 


Also Says Anti-British Propaganda 
Is Busy Here, at Dinner 
in His Honor. 


The Prohibition Amendment as essen- 
tially a blow at the Union, and its pass- 
age will resylt in more class dissension 
in the next two years than any one has 
thought, declared J@mes M. Beck last 
night to 250 members and guests of the 
American Defense League and American 
Rights Union, who gathered in the As- 
tor Gallery of the Waldorf-Astoria to 
pay tribute to Mr. Beck as a prophet 
of preparedness and as one who had 
contributed largely to the awakening of 
America to her duty in the war, 

Mr. Beck's attack on the amendment, 
which; he said, he made without any 
discussion of the merits of prohibition 
itself, was greeted with great applause. 

After defining the amendment in ef- 
fect as an attempt to regulate the per- 
senal habits of individuals and thus 
an infringement of the ~Constitu- 
tion’s basic principles, namdly_ the 
righ. of home rule, the speaker 
declared that its ratification con- 
stituted one of the deadliest assaults 
ever made on the Constitution of the 
United States. After the approbation 
which was given this had somewhat 
subsided, he leaned forward earnestly 


and said: . 

‘‘If I had a message to deliver tonight 
I would make it this: ‘ America, wake up 
and defend the institutions of your coun- 
try as defined and expressed in the Con- 
stitution of the United States.’ 

** These are grave times, and who can 
tell what the next five years may pro- 
duce? We must not hold to the ab- 
straetions of visionaries, but must hold 
to the things which came to us from our 
fathers. Have you appreciated how far 
Bolshevism can go in two years in this 
country? Suppose we have here long 
bread lines, suppose we have men com- 
ing home to whom death and struggle 
have been commonplaces for some time, 
suppose the light of anarchy flares forth 
here—I tell you we would be in far 
worse plight than was Great Britain 
in respect to the Alber: Hall affair '’— 
the concluding words heing a reference 
to the threat of Socialists to tie up Lon- 
don on water and ligntg should the 
authorities refuse use of the hall, an 
incident which provoked a serious crisis 
in British life. 


Tells Heroism of Britons. 


Following his introduction by Job E. 
Hedges, who was toastmaster, Mr. Beck 
expressed his thanks for *‘ this generous 
expression of the good will of so many 
good friends,’’ and then turned to dis- 
cussion of his recent trip through Great 

ritain. He spoke in ummeasured terms 
of the heroism of the British peeples 
through four years of tremendous hard- 
ship and told two incidents of raids on 
London which, he said, never had been 
reeeived in this country. 

“One night hundreds of well-dressed 
men and women were passing through 
the Piccadilly Circus. Suddenly, wita- 
out warning, a bomb fell in the Circus 
ind 200 woinen and men were. pi 


: main . connecti a er, 

Those who were not killed by the shell 
were drowned by the flood of water. 
And, gentlemen, through all this terrible 
experience anu others like it, the people 
of Britain went calmly through, un- 
flinchingly to victory.’’ 

After warning that there was a great 
anti-British propaganda at work in this 
country, Mr. Beck besought his auditors 
to work against it, for he declared that 
never in his trips abroad since America 
entered the war had he heard Britons 
give America anything but praise. 

‘Turning to the problems before the 
Peace Conference, Mr. Beck declared his 
belief that the main thing to be done 
Was the restoration of order in the world 
and that discussion of " visionary 
schemes just now" should be subordi- 
mated to the fight on HBoishevism. He 
compared Russia ana Germany to dcre- 
licts floating about and endangering all 
other nations, and said that the para- 
mount duty of the conferees at Ver- 
sailies was in the establishment of stable 
Governments for these two countries, 
adding that Boishevism was destined to 
affect the whole world if order did not 
etiain in Russia and Germany. 

Peace Should Come First. 

“* Yesterday I made a purely extempo- 
raneous speech to the lawyers in New 
York,’’ said Mr. Beck, ‘‘to which the 
Wew York press this morning gave an 
amount of space which amazed me. 
Possibly the main point of that address 
has been somewhat misapprehended. I 
did not mean to deprecate any effort 
lunder normal conditions to form a 
League of Nations. Visionary as the 
scheme at present seems, in view of the 
disillusionment of the last four years, 
we must not assume that man is in a 
blind alley of negation, and that no 
outlet is possible. 

* I did and dS mean to assert that 
this and similar questions should be 
subordinated to the very concrete and 
practical problem of restoring peace to 
a world, which is now more disorgan- 
ized thah at any time since the Thirty 
Years War, and that general schemes 

on government of the 

iid be thus subordinated and 

postponed but for the unwise insistence 
of our Government's representatives. 

*“*I gave two reasons for my conclu- 
sion, one being that the immediate 
financial and social problems of each 
belligerent nation was the first neces- 
sity. If a man had undergone a serious 
operation we would not, just as he 
emerged from the stupor of anaesthesia, 
lay before him a complicated business 
problem. The world has just gone 
through the most terrible operation of 
its history. It is still prostrate. Why 
then trouble it now with plans for a 
superstate? Again, I urged that the 
peoples of the European nations were in 
no condition now to consider these Wee

Sir Charles Davison of Montreal re- 
ferred to Mr. Beck as ‘‘one who had 
not waited until America was united in 
decision to enter the war,’’ but had 
worked tirelessly to persuade the people 
to the right point of view. Mr. Hedges’s 
introductory speech contained a state- 
ment that “henceforth there can be no 
alleged Americanigm—a man will be for 
America or against her. Traitors will 
be taken out and shot.”’ 


2 KILLED, 3 INJURED, IN FIRE 


104th Street Building Collapses, 
Burying Firemen Under Debris. 


A three-alarm fire at the Delivery 
Auto Truck Company, 425-431 East 104th 
Street, yesterday morning resulted in 
the death of two firemen and the seri- 
ous injury of three others. Many other 
firemen had narrow escapes from being 
trapped and losing their lives when the 


walls caved in. 

The men killed were George Scanlon 
of Engine Company 44 and Joseph 
Schmidt, a probationary fireman from 
the same company,. who had been at- 
tached to the department only ten days. 
The injured, who were taken to Recep- 
tion Hospital, are Lieutenant Alfred 
Stapleton of Truck 26, John Shel- 
ton of Truek 44, and Joseph Calla- 
han of the fireboat George Mc- 
Clellan. 

The men who were killed were on the 
goof of the shed just behind the burn- 
ing two-story building. They had no 
more than climbed up when the rear 
wall of the burning structure collapsed 
and buried them in an avalanche of hot 
bricks. Every effort was made to save 
the men; streams of water were played 
on the burning débris and the firemen 
tried to jack up the beams which pinned 
their comrades down, and after great 
effort they succeeded in extricating 
Shelton. For more than an hour the 
rescue party worked to free the other 
two men. Callahan was trying to dig 
the men out when he slipped and fell to 
the ground, and Lieutenant Stapleton 
was struck by a beam.

“Four. prime factors in soving the 
problem of Americanization, Dr. Felix

Dr. Adler called attention to examples 
of lawlessness som:times set by Ameri- 
cans themsélves in labor troubles, and 
turned to advice on gitisenship. sug- 
gesting that the individual train him- 
self gradually, first measuring up to his 
neighborho duties and ah, gi ot 5 to 
an understanding of national problems.

FAVORED DRY CAUSE 


Letters Given to Show He Was 
Not in Sympathy with 
Anti-Prohibitionists. 


PROMISED AID IN FIGHT 


Correspondence and Substance of 
Interview Made Public by Anti- 
Saloon League. 


Andrew B. Wood, Assistant Superin- 
tendent of the Anti-Saloon League, is- 
sued a statement yesterday in which he 
charged that an impression had been 
given shortly before Colonel Roosevelt's 
death that he was in sympathy “ with 
the brewery side of the question.’" Mr. 
Wood submitted evidence which he said 
proved that Colonel Roosevelt supported 
the prohibition cause. His statement 
follows: 

**Having had an interview in July, 
1918, with Colonel Roosevelt at his home 
in the presence of the Rev.. Henry C. 
Scotford upon the subject of national 
prohibition, and noting that the brewers’ 
attorney, shortly before the Colonel 
died, had circulated a statement which 
was so worded as to leave the impres- 
sion that Mr. Roosevelt's sympathy lay 
with the brewery side of the question, 
and, realizing how unfortunate and, as 
1 bylieve, utverly out of harmony wi 
the tact would be the continuance 0 
such an impression, 4 too the eppor- 
tunity of making a Httle further in- 
quiry on the subject. 

“*) gubmitted tne matter to an inti- 
mate friend of Colonct Roosevelt, the 
Rev. Ferdinand C. igiehart, LD. D., con- 
usbulung eautor of Tne Christian Herald 
a man whom Colonel Rooseveit had told 
me and others that he held in very 
high personal regard and loved as an 
intimate friend. On the day the thirty- 
aixth State ratified the national pro- 
hibition amendment I received the fol- 
lowing communication: 


Favored the Amendment.

Mv deur Mr. Wood: I was pleased 
to hear of your favorable interview 
with Colonel Roosevelt upon the sub- 
ject of national prohibition, and was 
not surprised that you felt encouraged 
by his attitude. He has expressed 
himself to me on so many occasions 
that it would be a great personal grief 
to learn that the brewery. counsel 
could. succeed in leaving the impres- 
sion on the public mind ,that Colonel 
Roosevelt s sympathy was with them. 

The inclosed letter was sent to me 
just after Congress voted to submit 
the National Prohibition Amendment 
to the Legislatures of the States. Not 
only before that time but since that 
time in commenting specifically on 
the misaning of his letter, the Colonel 
expressed imself as favorin the 
amendment. He said that in addition 
to specific deeds in opposition to the 
liquor traffic, the whole trend of his 
lite had been toward prohibition. 

I am glad to submit this to you as 
corroborating what you stated about 
your interview.

James W. Gerard, former Ambassador 
te Germany, appeared yesterday at the 
Brooklyn Academy of Music, under the 
auspices of the Brooklyn Institute of

FRIGHT KILLS SKIPPER. 
Martin, Who Let Zeppelin Crew

RAILROAD DEFICIT 
POINTS TO NEW RISE 


Continued from Page 1, Column 1. 


employes, these four brotherhoods have 
been insisting upon having their own 
rates of pay revised upward. 

The Wage Board is understood to 
have recommended to Director General 
Hines an increase for the _ brother- 
hoods as large as that which they ob- 
tained under the Adamson law. Un- 
official estimates indicate that if this 
recommendation is adopted the increase 
would amount to $100,000,000, and this 
would make the total wage advances 
under Government operation mount up 
to $1,000,000,000, or about 65 per cent. 

Little Hepe of Surplus. 

All elements of the situation consid- 
ered, the new Director General is con- 
fronted by a situation where he can 
foresee no hope of having the nation- 
alized railroads earn a surplus this 
year, despite the fact that only as short 
a time ago as Jan. 3 Mr. McAdoo, ap- 
pearing before the Senate committee in 
advocacy of extension of the period of 
Government control of five years, esti- 
mated that with the same volume of 
traffic as last year the Government 
would earn a surplus in 1919 above the 
guaranteed rental of $100,000,000. 

The statement was also made by Mr. 
McAdoo to the committee that “it 
would be possible during the year 1919, 
or certainly at the end of the year, to 
effect a considerable reduction in rates 
unless the traffic for 1919 should be 
much less than it was in the year 1918.”’ 

In the conferences which Director 
General Hines held with his staff of 
Regional Directors last week five ways 
for meeting the threatened 1919 deficit 
were considered. These were, first, to 
{ncrease freight rates again; secorid, to 
seek an appropriation by Congress of a 
fund to meet the deficit ; third, operating 
economies; fourth, increase in volume of 
traffic, and finally, reduction of wages. 

It is understood that the fifth of these 
possible antidotes, that of reducing 
wages, was at once stricken from the 
list, on the ground that it would not be 
possible to undertake any general re- 
duction unth there was a considerable 
decline in the cost of living, something 
not™now in prospect. It is not likely 
that the situation can be met through 
increased volume of traffic, especially 
since the weekly returns to the Director 
General show that there has been a 
marked decline since the gigning of the 
armistice in November. 

On account of the stoppage of war in- 
dustry and the readjustment of business

MANY GIFTS FOR WILSONS. 


Still Pouring In from All Over Eu- 
rope—Children's Most Valued. 


PARIS, Jan. 19.—President and Mrs. 
Wilson came to Paris with a very mod-

“eden J. Olgin, author of a “number 
of ‘books on Russia, speaking last night 
at Cooper Union ‘on. “ The - Russian 
Crisis,”". urged that the Allies refrain 
from leaving Russia to her own, fate by 
inaugurating an economic boycott; The 
world, he said, would not gain by an 
attempt to starve out.a nation of 120,- 
000,000 people. 

Although an opponent of the Bol- 
sheviki, ‘calling himself a@ -Menshevik, 
Mr. Olgin suggested that the best way 
to rehabilitate Russia would be to renew 
commercial intercourse with it. Russia, 
he said, had plenty of*iron, ‘coal, oil, 
gold, skins and other. materials which 
America might use while Russia might |: 
get. from America agricultural . imple- 
ments, machinery and..other products, 
““We will pay you. well,’’ he added. 
“You need our. materials and we neéd 
yours. » We. need ‘your skill ‘and your 
technical ‘ability. The establishment of 
commercial ° relations ae wee: a a 
problem.”’ 

Mr. Olgin-#aid that on ‘soeaihite” to pow- 

er the Bolshevists adopted a clever pol- 
icy. They saw: processes going on, and 
knowing that ‘they -could ‘not stop them 
they approved of them. ‘: They saw’ the 
workmen taking over the industries,’’ he 
added, ‘‘ and so they told them that was 
the thing to do. They saw’ that.the sol- 
diers had .stopped ‘fighting, and so. they 
said that the war should cease. They 
saw the.peasants taking the lend, and 
they said, ‘Let thé peasants: take the 
land.* They saw various parts of’ Rus- 
sia breaking away from Ruséia because 
of old.-grievarices, ‘and so they said let 
ail the nationalities of Russia have self- 
determination. 

* Incidentally vit ‘may be well: ‘to: note 
that :the -Bolsheviki. seem to . have 
changed ‘their mands — with respect to 
this prineiple,- for why then are. they 
sending aruncs to the .Ukrainé, to Kief, 
Vilna, and Warsaw?. They do not agree 
to self-determination any ‘more, . But 
tney hau to agree to it when they came 
into power, for it was going on. The 
boishevixi ‘just happencd. to say. the 
chings :that the masses of the Russian 
people wanted to be told in the Summer 
of 1917. The'charge that the Bolsheviki 
are werman agents is so much nonsense 
that any Russian who knows anything 
at all will not even discuss it. 


May Be Reaction in Russia. 


‘*I do not believe that the way Russia 
took over the land was the mosf scien- 
tific way. There was no equality in the 
land distribution. I am not so sure but 
that in the future we will have a reac- 
tionary class of small farmers, opposing 
progress and oppressing their laborers, 
as a result of the unscientific and dis- 


orderly grabbing of the land. ut it 
mat be remembered that that is what 
50,000,000 people did. 

** Though I am,not a member of the 
Bolshev ies and do-not approve of the 
course of the Russian revolution, I must 
say that the Bolshevyiki were the only 
ones _who introduced er out of 
chaos,”’ he continued: ‘‘ They have 
been called anarchists, but it would 
take a scholar many years to analyze 
the vast system of laws they introduced. 
They are not. anarchists, but centralists 
—they say that the State represents the 
people, and in their minds the people 
are the peasants, soldiers, and workers. 
I do, not agree with their policies, but I 
know they have maintained order for 
fourteen months and they show no signs 
of weakening.

The following day, when it became 
clear that the plot had failed, the Gov- 
ernment issued a proclamation urging 
those who had been released to return 
to prison under pain of court-martial.

MME. BRESHKOVSKAYA 
TELLS OF RUSSIA’S NEED 


Warns That Any Government Set 
Up There Will Fall Unless 
Aided at Once. 


SEATTLE, Wash., Jan. 19.—If help is 
not forthcoming at- once, any Govern- 
ment set up in Russia will fail, said 
Mme. Catherine Breshkovskaya. known 
as the ‘‘Grandmother of the Russian 
Revolution,’’ who arrived here today 
from the Orient. Czechoslovak, rather 
than allied troops are wanted in Rus- 
sia, she declared. 

‘The coming of Czechoslovak soldiers 
would be-welcomed by the people as 
they would welcome the coming of 
Christ,’’ she said. 

The mission of the Bolsheviki is to 
destroy, not to build, to ruin and not to 
succor—that is the estimate which 
Madame Breshkovskaya places upon the 
force which is ruling a large part of 
Russia today: 

Although .Madame_ Breshkovskaya 
celebrated her seventy-fifty birthday at 
sea, her voyage across the Pacific ap- 
peared not to have tired her. There 
was a small group of friends on the 
dock to greet her when the Japanese 
liner Kamo Maru moored. There was 
an affectionate greeting between her 
and Helen Stuart Dudley of Boston, who 
had come to accompany her across the 
continent. Throwing herself into the 
arms of the’ younger woman, she ag 
claimed : 

** Oh, dear, dear, is it true, is it true? | 
I’m in America at last with my friends.

It is 
in the form of promissory notes, not collateralled, nor

Why. shouffi not these obligations, with maturities . 
fixed and: method .of redemption agreed upon, be re- 
issued in the form of acceptances, and marketed exactly 
as any trade acceptance at the rate of interest of the — 
original ‘debt, five per cent? Needless to say, they 
would sell readily, and, moreover, they would‘ be dis- 
posed of in a free market. There would be no necessity ~ 
of ioning them among the. banks, but rather 
would ‘they be distributed by the law of supply and 
demand.

Police Hope O’Donnell, if Inno- 
cent, May Lead Them to 
Murderer of Riddell Girl. 


HIS ARRAIGNMENT PUT OFF 


' Prisoner Sang, Prayed, and Shrieked 
in Court, and Magistrate Or- 
dered Him Back to a Cell. 


Questioning the sanity of Patrick 
» O'Donnell, who was put under arrest 
following a circumstantial confession of 
the murder of Miss Mary Elizabeth Rid- 
dell last-“Wednesday night in Glen Mor- 
ris, Richmond Hill, District Attorney 
O’Leary of Queens will appear this 
morning before County Judge Humphrey 
in Long Island City and apply to have 
O'Donnell’ sent to Kings County Hos- 
pital for observation. Police Headquar- 
ters last night assigned 25 more detec- 
tives, making 100 in all, to the case. 

Because the man’s confession included 
several facts that never had been re- 
vealed, the police are still trying to 
eheck up O’Donnell’s movements. It was 
intimated that, while the porter may 
not be guilty, he may prove of material 
aid tn running down the real murderer. 
It is thought that In his wanderings he 

. may have encountered the real mur- 
derer and from him obtained the story 
ef the crime which he has come to be- 
Meve he committed himself. 

Early yesterday morning O'Donnell 
was before Magistrate Miller in the 
Jamaica Police Court, but he was with- 
eut counsel and in such a wrought-up 
state that Magistrate Miller rcfused™ to 
permit the arraignment and ordered 
@’Donnell back to the Queens County 
Jail: Previous to appearing in court the 
self-confessed muruerer was. lined up 
with twenty detectives in the Detective 
Bureau of the Richmond Hill Station. 
He was identified by Mrs. Mary Delass- 
weven of Morris Park as the man she had 
seen in the neighborhood of the murder 
on two occasions before the night the 
crime was committed. She said she was 
positive that O’ Donnell was this man. 

Assistant District Attorney Kdward S. 
Hazleton said yesterday that he had al- 
tered his earlier opinion of O'’Donnell's 
guilt; adding that he was not now con- 
vinced of the truth of his story. He 
said, however, that O’Donnell “‘ must 
know something,’’ but would not defi- 
nitely place the crime upon O’Donnell’s 
shoulders until his confession was cor- 
roborated. 

When O’Donnell entered court yes- 
terday his eyes were wild, his face 
twitched spasmodically, his hair was 
matted, his clothes unkempt, and he 
gang hymns, prayed, and shrieked until 
he had to be taken from the courtroom 
and, placed in the pen. There he tore 


> eff his vest and shirt and, fighting the

and: lay. there until] he was forced to 
dress again. 

After a hearty meal and. scme ciga- 
rettes the -porter seemed somewhat 
steadier, but as he was being trans- 
ferred’in a prison van to the Queens 
ee he had another fit, his screams 
eing heard for blocks as the van rum- 
bled along through streets of church- 
goers. At the jail he was. attended by 
an ambulance surgeon from St. Mary’s 
Hospital, and was placed in a cell, 
where he immediately huddled in a cor- 
ner and began to alternately intone 
prayers and roar out snatches of songs.

the girl,’’ said District Attorney O'Leary 
last night,‘ ‘* for if he reall 

then the communit 

rous maniac. If he is not the right 
man then a brute is stiJl loose on society 
who must be hunted down.”’ 

“So far,’’ said Captain Carey, of the 
Homicide Bureau, who is directing the 
investigating. ‘‘ there is some doubt cast 
on the truthfulness of the man’s con- 
fession, but whether he is lying or not I 
cannot positively state at present. The 
finding of the DeKalb Avenue trolley

This would 
account for his father making the state- 
ment that his son did not come to his 
house that day. - Then the lacerations 
on O’Dorinell’s right hand form a link 
in the evidence connecting him with 
the crime. Medical men have declared 
that when a person dies from a frac- 
tured skull their mouth is always shut. 
In this case the Riddell girl’s mouth 
was open when she was found. This, 
then, might indicate that O’Donnell 
clasped his hand over the girl’s mouth 
‘and that she bit him. The lascerations 
could have been made by his forcing his 
hand loose from the girl’s mouth after 
he had struck her over the head in the 
lot. and had fractured her skull and 
killed her."’ 

The watch that was discovered in the 
Bronx wnshop and which seemed to 
fit the description of the one taken from 
the wrist of the girl, is not the girl's 
watch, the police said yesterday. In 
order, however, to definitely clear up 
this ag of the mystery, the watch 
will taken to Morris Lebold, 166 
Bowery, Manhattan, from whom Mr. 
Riddell purchased it, for further exam- 
ination today. Moreover, O'Donnell, ac- 
cording to the police, now denies that he 
took any money or jewelry from the 
dead girl. The two rings that were sup- 
posed to have been slipped from the 
fingers of the young stenographer were 
really removed by the medical examiners 
and are being held by the police. 


MURDERER ROBBED VICTIM. 


Police Learn Philower’s $900 Dia- 
mond. and Money Were Taken. 


Captain Carey of the Homicide Bureau 
gaid last night that the police had estab- 
lished that Winfield Scott Philower, who 
‘was murdered in his bachelor apartment 
at 148 East Thirtieth Street on Friday 
night, had been robbed of his $900 dia- 
mond ring and money which he was 
known to have carried. A brother of the 

‘ dead man is so ill in a hospital near his 
home at East Orange, it was learned, 
that he had not been told of the murder. 

A cousin of the victim, Mrs. L. Mor- 
row of East Orange, was summoned to 
this city yesterday to take charge of the 

'y. Several detectives were assigned 
to the case from the Homicide Bureau 
to work. with detectives attached to the 
Kast Thirty-fifth Street Station. The 
police had difficulty in finding clues to 
the identity _of the murderer, they said, 
because of Philower’s extreme reticence 
concerning his Sotavnas affairs. De- 
tectives continued to question friends of 
Philower. yesterday, but Captain Carey 
would not disclose the result of this in- 
vestigation last night.

-OPPOSE-A JEWISH REPUBLIC: 


Labor Congress Favors Equal Rights 
for ‘All Inhabitants of Palestine. 
At the final session of the First Jewish. 


.Labor Congress, held yesterday at the 


Yorkville Casino, Bighty-sixth Street 
and Third Avenue, the delegates, rep- 
resenting 500.000 members of organized 
labor throughout the country, adopted a 
resolution favoring a free republic in 
Palestine where the Jews will have no 
more. rights than. any other people until, 
by immigration or otherwise,, they_ be- 
come the majority.. At present the Jews 
compose one-tenth of-the population in 
Palestine. eS 

The resolution committee submitted 
two resolutions, one favoring a Jewish 
republic in Palestine, and the other giv- 
ing equal rights to all inhabitants. The 
resolution that was adopted follows: 

Palestine shall be decia a free, in- 
dependent republic in which no nationality, 
whether a minority or majority people, 
shall have any special rights; that all na- 
tionalities inhabiting the country shall 
have equal rights, which shall be guaran- 
teed by the national autonomy of each 
separate nationality; and that because the 
Jewish nationality in Palestine is smaller 
and weaker than the others, international 
guarantee shall be established by the 
peace covenant, which will give the Jewish’ 
nationality the possibility of free develop- 
ment and of a free, unhindered national 
life, on the basis of equal rights with all 
other nationalities in Palestine, and the 
possibilities shall include the right of free 
immigration and colonization. 

Those that spoke in favor of the reso- 
lution mak®ng Palestine a Jewish re- 
ublic were Dr. C. H. Jitlovsky, Dr. B. 

offman, and Alderman B. C. Viadeck, 
Chairman. Those whose views were 
anti-Zionistic were Judge Jacob Pankin, 
M. Olgon, and J. B. Salutsky, Secretary 
of the Jewish National Workmen’s Com- 
mittee, under whose auspices the con- 
gress was held. 


BOOK OF SOLDIER LETTERS. 


Otto H. Kahn Urges the Preserving 
of 500 of the Most Striking. 


The plan of preserving in book form 
500 of the most striking letters written 
by soldiers in France is being urged by 
Otto H. Kahn. He outlined his plan as 
follows when he addressed the alumni of 
Rutgers College last week: 

‘The letters are not only in the true 
sense of the term human documents, of 
the rarest value, but emanating as they 
do nee writers of the widest diversity 
of birth, upbringing, occypation, and 
race, they are a supreme demonstration 
of the workings of the crucible which is 
America, and of the irresistibly com- 
pelling power of its appeal and spirit, 
upon those who are brought within :ts 
orbit. They ought to be made known 
and accessible as widely as possible in a 
form which will make them permanent 
national possessions, so that their spirit 
may speak forever to the American peo-

‘IT should like, therefore, to throw out 
the suggestion whether a _ scheme 
roughly on the following lines, might 
not be found practicable: A. national 
committee to be constituted, composed 
of a small number of distinguished and 
eminently qualified men. This commit- 
tee would invite those who have re- 
ceived soldiers’ letters which they be- 
lieve to be noteworthy in the sense I 
have tried to indicate, to send such let- 
ters or copies of them to subcommittees 
designated for each state. A sel on 
would then be made, of say 500 letters, 
and these would be published in a vol- 
ume, the proceeds from the sale of 
which would go to some suitable pur- 
pose commemorative of the war.”’’

FACE GREAT STRIKE 
IN GARMENT TRADE 


35,000 Women in 800 Shops 
Expected to Quit Work 
Tomorrow. . 


EMPLOYERS REMAIN FIRM 


Head of Union Expresses Confidence 
That Workers Will Obtain 
Their Demands. 


Hope of averting the threatened gar- 
ment workers’. strike involving 35,000 
women in more than 800 shops, van- 
ished last night when Harry A. Gordon, 


| counsel for the Dress and Waist Man- 


ufacturers’ Association, asserted that 
the association and many independent 
shop owners would “‘ resist the union’s 
effort to enslave us, to the limit of our 
ability.’ Benjamin Schlesinger, Presi- 
dent of the union, on the other hand, 
pointed to the strike vote of the union- 
ists, announced on Saturday, and said 
that this was a fair index of the senti- 
ment of the workers. 

It was asserted that the strike would 
commence in the forenoon tomorrow. 
The exact hour for the walkout will be 
determined today wy a committee. 
Union leaders said that more than 40,- 
000 would eventually leave their ma- 
chines in the various shops, and it was 
expected that the cutters and pressers, 
the men employes, would take sympa- 
thetic action. 

In a letter to the Mayor, under Fri- 
day’s date, which is published as a 
newspaper advertisement/this morning, 
Morris Weiss, President of the Dress 
and Waist Manufacturers’ Association, 
charges that the prospective strikers 
were responsible for the Red disturb- 
ances at Madison Square Garden meet- 


ings. 

‘* At the outset,’”’ says the letter, ‘‘ we 
desire to call your attention to the fact 
that the persons on whose behalf the 
union has written to you are the same 
——— against whom it recently became 
mperative, for the safety of the city, to 
adopt a special ordinance prohibiting the 
display of the red flag, the generally 
recognized emblIem of anarchy; the same 
persons who are responsible for the re- 
cent disorders at Madison Square Gar- 
den, and the same persons who, together 
with their friends, at the Mayoralty elec- 
tion, held while the United States was 
at war, cast the large vote for the So- 
cialist ‘peace at any price’ candidate 
for Mayor.’’ 

The letter further says that only-.the 

ordinary police protection will be re- 
uired from the Police Department as 
ar as the manufacturers are concerned. 
in behalf of the association, and sup- 
_-plementing the letter sent to the Mayor, 
Mr. Gordon last night asserted that the 
association had done everything in its 
power to prevent the strike. 

‘*I now see no more hope of averting 
the strike,’’ he said, ‘‘ than I do of put- 
ting an end to the roign of terror in 
Russia. The underlying principles of 
both are the same.’’ 

‘‘ We thirk that in four or five weeks 
the workers will probably come to a 
realization of the fadt that they cannot 
impose their theories on us. We are not 
going to do ee which will inter- 
ere with the peace of the city. It is my 

rsonal opinion that every effort should 

made to secure American men and 
women for this American industry. 
These women make more money than 
American school teachers. 

‘The union realizes the weakness of 
its position, or its leader, Mr. Schles- 
inger, would not have to resort to r- 
sonal attacks on.me. This is the man 
who said in an open meeting, in my 
hearing : ‘We are ten times as 
strong as you; you might as well stop 
right here.’ As far as I can find out 
his exaggerated opinion of the strength 
of his union is his only excuse for tear- 
ing the industry asunder.” 

In a statement last night Benjamin 
Schlesinger denied that he had ever said 
that the union was ten times as strong 
as the association of manufacturers. 

‘‘ This assertion is baseless,’’ he said. 
‘The manufacturers are purposely 
using that language in order to preju- 
dice the public. We have indulged in 
no boasting, and will indulge in none. 
Nevertheless, we have confidence in our 
ability to secure our demands. Back

32° TENANTS FACE. EVICTION. 


Protesting Bronx Families -Served- 
with Dispossess Notices. 


A fight by tenants against a landlord 
has been waged in the Bronx by the 
families living in 854, 860,'and' 864 East. 
172d Street. Since they refused to pay 
an increased rent, the landlord, William 
B. Keller of 99 Nassau Street, served 
them with dispossess notices, and this 
morning thirty-two ,families will. be 
forced to vacate their apartments. 

On Dec. 1 Keller took over the apart- 
ment houses and told the tenants that 
he would have to impose an increase of 
from $2 to $6 a month. A meeting of 
the tenants was called and Abraham 
Stupnicker, Vice President of the 
Greater New York Tenants’ League, of 
860 East 172d Street, was elected Chair- 
man of a protest committee.. The ten- 
ants agreed to accept an imcrease of $3 
a month, but Keller insistéd upon a 
higher rate. In addition to this, he 
wanted each tenant to take a lease for 
nine months. 

When Keller came for the rents on} 
Jan. 1, thirty-two of the sixty tenants 
refused to pay him. ese were sum- 
moned to the Municipal Court, where 
Judge Morris heard the cases. The first 
five were instructed to pay the increased 
rate. The others failed to. go to court.

3,000 patriotic citizens who volunteered 
as fire fighters during the war emer- 
gency, many of whom took the places of 
regular firemen called away to military 
service, took place at the Hippodrome 
last night. The total amount of the 
proceeds was not known last night, but 
it is expected that the sales of seats will 
realize a substantial fund. The house 
was crowded with ,the friends and rela- 
tives of the regulars and volunteers. 

Little is known bythe public of the 
work of these volunteer firemen, but the 
value of their service has been appreci- 
ated and admitted by Fire Commissioner

larger number of the volunteers will con- 
tinue in the service until ‘the personnel 
of the regular force becomes normal 
again. 

When the “‘ war firemen ”’ are finally 
disbanded each officer and member wiil 
receive a badge in recognition of his 
service. Many of them have already 
been commended for merit and distin- 
geisped services, nineteen of them hay- 
ng taken part in the rescue work 
at the wreck of the B. R. T. train in 
the Malbone Street tunnel.

TO RAISE: $12,000,000: MORE 


Plan to Levy on Property Used for 
Fraternal, Educational, Religious, 
and Philanthropic Purposes.

ALBANY, Jan. 19.—New York State’ 
faces a deficit this year of about $12,- 
000,000, according to Senator Frederick 
M. Davenport and Assemblyman Frank- 
lin W. Judson, Chairman of the Tax 
Committees of the Legislature, who is- 
sued today an analysis of the taxation 
problems which confront the State, as 
well as suggestions for remedies... Among 
these latter is the suggestion that 
‘* sound legislation *’ be enacted which 
will ‘‘ tax all interests and individuals, 


| making everybody an equal party to the 


Government.’’ 

The statement points. out that the 
present tax of 3 per cent. on the net in- 
come of manufacturing and incorporated 
mercantile companies has yielded about 
$30,000,000, of which a return of one- 
third is made to the municipalities, and 
it suggests that this tax, applied to all 
sources, including all businesses and in- 
dividuals, would yield about $12,000,000 
more, or enough to make up the State’s 
deficit this year. 

‘“‘ Another suggestion,’’ the statement 
says, ‘‘ is to stop all exemptions on real 
property, with the exception of the prop- 
erty of the State, making all fraternal, 
educational, philanthropic, religious, and 
charitable institutions bear their equal 
proportion with other real property. If 
this is done the tax rate will be ma- 
terially decreased. Aliso, in connection 
with real property it has been suggested 
that every owner be compelled to make 
a statement of the value of his property, 
and that a fluctuation of 20 per cent. be 
allowéd on his sworn affidavit as to the 
true and real value of the property, and 
that if at any time he desired to sell 
the property this would be considered a 
stipulated price.

' Letter from Dress: ‘and Waist Manufacturers’ Association 
-» to Mayor John. F. Hylan 
January 17th, 1919. |

Honorable Sir:— 


There appears in today’s “Times,” as a paid advertisement, a copy 
of a letter which the International Ladies’ Garment Workers Union 
sent you. The Dress & Waist Manufacturers’ Association of this city 
feels in duty bound to bring to your attention, as the Chief Executive of 


this City, the real situation with respect to the controversy between the 


Union and the Association. 
At the outset, we desire to call to your attention the fact that the 


‘persons on whose behalf the Union has written to you, are the same per- 


sons against whom it recently became imperative, for the safety of the 


City, to adopt a special City Ordinance prohibiting the display of the 


red flag, the generally recognized emblem of anarchy; the same persons 
who are responsible for the recent disorders in Madison Square Garden, 
and the same persons who, together with their friends, at the Mayoralty 
election, held while the United peeves was at War, cast the large vote for 
the Socialist “peace at any price” candidate for Mayor. 


Back in-1914; at the annual convention of all the locals of the 
Union, the then General Secretary and spokesman for this very Union, 
before his administration was replaced by the present Revolutionary 
leadership, in-rendering his official report of the activities of the Union 


during the year then ending, said:— . ; 


“Our Syndicalists, our so-called revolution- 
aries, the people who believe that we must apply 
i - the saéred: pringiple of the ‘Class War’ to our re-_ 
lations with the Manufacturers’ Association have 
“triumphed. The few men in the Organization who 
‘may believe in the possibility of co-operation and 
good-will between the Employers’ Association and 
the Union are afraid to open their mouths for fear 
of being accused of being agents of the Manufac- 
turers’ Association. The forces of primitive or 
‘revolutionary’ unionism are victorious. The Pro- 
tocol idea in the Cloak trade is as dead as a door 
nail. “If it still.exists in New York it is because 
both sides are afraid to take the consequences 


which would result from its abrogation.” 
(See Page 58 of the Officers’ Bi-Annual Reports to the Twelfth 
Convention of the International Ladies’ Garment Workers Union.) 


It is indeed singular that the Union should ask police protection 
from. you; .in- the-strike which it threatens to call, particularly in the 
light of its past record for violence and disorder in the community. Is 
it that it seeks ‘to anticipate a possible charge of violence and disorder 
against it,.by a similar-counter-charge against the employers, made be- 
fore the event,.or is it that, in view of the fact that a large portion of 


the memberskip of the Union is opposed to the unwarranted strike, and 


that the Union anticipates that a substantial part of the workers will re- 
fuse to participate, and that coercive methods will be necessary, in con- 
nection with which they hope for police assistance? On our part, as law- 
abiding citizens,.we. are interested in the maintenance of peace and or- 
der in this community, and we will do everything in our power, in co- 
operation with the Police Department, to maintain that peace and order, 
even though the Union carries out its threat to call a strike. 


“We do not deem it necessary to request that you give. “instruc- 
tions” to the Police Department to properly discharge its duty in the 
light of the efficient service which that Department is rendering. 

‘As to the particular points of controversy between us and the 
Unfon, we cannot state our position more clearly and succinctly than we 
did in our letter to the Unggn of January 10, 1919, a copy of which we 
are sending you. . hs

Dear Sirs: 
Your communication of the 9th inst. has been given due: consideration and I beg in reply 
thereto to advise you as follows: 

At the outset, permit me to characterize as a deliberate and unfounded misstatement your 
assertion that the Association ever even suggested that the workers surrender any “standards . 
which have been in practice in the industry.” Nothing which has transpired can warrant such a~— 
distortion of the facts. The Conferences came to an early end only because of the arrogant and un- © 
reasonable ultimatum which your spokesman imposed, to which I shall refer later. 

The Association and your Unions operated under an agreement for six years. That agree+ 
ment.expired on December 31st, 1918. By the terms of the agreement both parties were permitted — 
to make suggestions as to changes. The Union. made its demands, the more important of which 
are set forth in your letter. Other burdensome proposals appear to have been intentionally omitted — 
by you. The Association, on its part, made certain suggestions. 


Generally speaking, our proposals were: 
FIRST: That since stoppages and strikes are prohibited by the agreement, and notwith- 


standing, we have had over 200 stoppages within the last 6 months, that the stoppages be ended, by 
providing that workers who, in violation of the agreement, go on strikes, shall be deemed to have» 
voluntarily terminated their employment. 


SECOND: That the employers have fresidenkt in the selection and retention in employment 0 ae 


their = 9 ees, subject to a restriction in cases of a discrimination for Union activity. 

IRD: That there be restored to the employer the right to offer inducement to ambitious 
and thrifty, workers by, so far as possible, continuous employment during the slack season, and other. 
minor provisions. 

It was arranged: that a further Conference be held for ‘the purpose of considering these - 
joint suggestions. At this Conference the question came up as to the priority of discussion. The © 
Union proposed that the Conference immediately . proceed to a consideration of the Union’s de- 
mands for an increase in wages and reduction of hours. The Association contended that the first 
question for consideration was the fundamental character of -the agreement to be entered into be- 
tween us; that since the conception of the Protocol was that it would make for industrial peace, « 
which object was never effectuated, first to be considered were the questions as to stoppages, dis- 
tribution of work, and the right to discharge, which concededly have been: the underlying causes 
of all the turmoil, ai igs and disturbances in the industry. 

Your unreasonable attitude becomes more apparent in the light of the fact that last. Au- 
gust, when your Union demanded an increase in wages based upon an alleged increase in the cost 
of living due to war conditions, you stipulated in writing that the Conference which was then- 
held should be deemed the first of those intended to precede the making of a new gainceg og 
and, in effect, that the increases which you then asked waquid be in lieu of those which might be 
sought at the expiration of the agreement. The question of an increase in wages was then set-- 


tled, and an increase granted. . Yet, at our last Conference and in violation of your express stipu- 
lation, you insisted that the question of further increases and reduction of hours be given prece-. oe 


dence over all of the proposals of the Association, and finally you, in effect, imposed as a condi-. 
tion of the continuance of the Conferences that the Association withdraw all of its suggestions. | 
You would not even tolerate the making of proposals by employers, much less discuss them. It <4 


is indeed singular that the autocratic conduct: often ascribed. -by- you to employers should have cave 
-been so openly displayed by the spokesman for a Union of: workers.” <i 


‘In the midst of this discussion your. Mr.. announced, in untistakiib tan 
guage and tone, his ultimatum as follows: .““We-are.ten thousand times as strong as. abs an 


- might as well stop right here, and we want you to understand, before this Conference goes any” 
‘further, that when a worker enters the employ of any of your factories and has worked for two 


weeks the tenure of employment of that worker is for the life of the worker, unless you prove ' 
before an Impartial Chairman that you are justified in discharging the worker.” — 

You say very naively in your letter that the Association, in taking its position, has created 
a “very grave situation which may spell ruin for many manufacturers, and suffering and priva- 
tion for tens of thousands of workers, etc.” -How is this statement reconcilable with the fact that © 
three months ago your Union commenced preparations for the general strike which you are now - 
threatening, and then levied an assessment upon all the workers in the industry, for the purpose. 
of providing a War Fund with which to carry on that strike? 

_ . You propose in your letter that “our contentions” be submitted to Arbitration. We assume 
that by “our contentions” you mean “yours” and “ours.” Our reply is as follows: 

We are very anxious that our position with respect to arbitration be clearly understood. 
There is no opposition on the part of this Association to the submission of differences arising 
during the life of and under an agreement, to an outside tribunal for decision. - In fact, it is spe- 
cifically provided in the Association’s proposals to you that there be constituted for the life of the 
agreement a Grievance Board, consisting of an equal number. of representatives from the Associa- . 
tion and the Union, who, if they are unable to agree, shall name an umpire, an impartial chair- 
man, who shall sit with them, and the decision of.a majority of whom shall be binding upon the 
parties as to all disputes, complaints or grievances that may arise under the agreement. Weare, . 
however, unalterably opposed to what has been erroneously termed arbitration and which is noth- 
ing more than the delegation to outsiders, who necessarily are uninformed as to conditions in the- 
industry and are not interested parties, of legislative-powers to fix wages, hours and other condi- 
tions of labor for workers and employers in our industry. 

Our experience has demonstrated that the method which we Have pursued for the past six 
years, has all but ruined the industry.. The peculiar system of our Protocol by which the Boar 
of Arbitration has thus been not only a Judge, but a “Legislator” for our industry, has created:a si 
uation by which vital principles affecting the relations between workers and employers, have fant 
compromised in.a futile attempt to maintain an unstable equilibrium between the parties. Vital 
principles can not be compromised by the mere fiat of outsiders. The inevitable result has been 
for us, as it has been everywhere undér similar conditions, a complete collapse of the entire struct- 
ure, and a regrettable discrediting of the machinery for the settlement of disputes. No agreement - 
affecting the relations of employer and employee can have permanency, unless made by the par- ; 
ties themselves. 

Furthermore, there are involved in the proposals which we have submitted to you questions 
which from their very nature are not arbitrable. The question whether or no there shall be in- 
dustrial war, strikes and-stoppages under a peace agreement; the question whether an employer 
shall have the right to give rewards to efficient and co eprint workers; the question whether an 
employer shall eventually have the right to dispense with the services ‘of an unsatisfactory em- 
ployee engaged by day or piece, are not arbitrable and cannot be compromised. Just as the 


right has never been denied to a worker to leave ‘at will,.and that right cannot be compromised . 


or arbitrated, so the right of an employer to dis pense. with the services of an unsatisfactory em- 


ployee is likewise non-arbitrable and non-compromisable,. 
Your proposal that as an alternative the employer be given the absoluteright to discharge, 
and the Union to strike, is entitled to but passing comment. There is no occasion for the making 


. of a peace agreement which sanctions war. Waereeat that experiment was made it has proved an 


absurdit 

There remains only this to be said: It is “futile to continue this correspondence. Whether ° 
it be by design or by accident, a condition of chaos, disorder; and hostility has been created in our. 
industry, which makes it impossible for us to continue, unless there be radical and fundamental 
changes in the relations between the parties. 

We are desirous of making it entirely clear that we are not unhopeful that the present situa- 
tion can be solved by further conferences between the parties, but such conferences can only pro- 
ceed upon the acceptance by both parties of the principles that the agreement must insure indus- 
trial peace during its duration, and effective punishment upon those who violate the law. of their 
own agreements; that there be a complete repudiation of the doctrine of “life tenure of émploy- © 


‘ment of the workers”; that there be restored to employérs the means .of encouraging thrift and - 


ambition in workers through natural channels; and that recognition be given to these principles . 
along the lines suggested by the Association, or by other effective measures. 

Unless there is evidenced on the part ‘of your’ Ufiions a saner attitude with respect to the 
present situation in our industry, and recognition of these fundamental principles which we hold 
are not arbitrable, there will be no other course open to us excep* to continue without an agree.

Shipping Board Also Ready to Train 
500 Mechanics for Sea Service.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 19.—The United 
States Shipping Board has issued a call 
for 500 American seamen of more than 
two years’ experience on deep water 
and 500 mechanics with engineering ex- 
perience. The board wants these men 
as soon as they can be obtained to train 
them for service as deck officers and 
engineers for the merchant marine. 

The seamen will be trained in naviga- 
tion at twenty-one free navigation 
schools maintained by the board. The 
mechanics will be trained in technical 
colleges or at the special marine eng!- 
neering schools. Stationary and locomv- 
tive engineers, machinists who have 
worked on marine engines, and marine 
oilers and water tenders will be ac- 
cepted for the engineering course.. When 
the sailors have completed a six weeks’ 
course of study and the engineers a 
month’s course they will be examined 
for licenses as third mates and third 
engineers, respectively, and sent t6 sea.

PLANS FLIGHT FROM SPAIN. 


Sentprini, Italian ‘Aviator, May Try 
to Cross Atlantic. —

ATLANTIC. CITY,-N. J., Jan. 19.—The 
long delayed feat in aviation of crossing 
the.Atlantic Ocean by airplane may be 
accomplished in the near future with a 
great new Caproni biplane, with the 
final stop in Atlantic City, the start to 
be made from the coast of Spain, with 
one stop at the Azores Islands. 

Such is the plan outlined in a_ letter 
received today by Lieutenant Joseph 
Schwartz, Quartermaster Corps, U. 38. 
A., from Frederic Semprini, who was 
chief instructor of the American pilots 
during the war at Milan, Italy. The 
communication was addressed to Lieu- 
tenant Schwartz's. brother, . Samuel 
Schwartz, who is now connected with 
the Purchasing Department of the 
American Expeditionary Forces in Eu- 
rope, who discussed the undertaking 
while on a visit at Mila 

As chief pilot representing the Caproni 
Society in [taly, Semprini gained experi- 
ence in the use of air machines which 
he now proposes to use in a flight 
across the Atlantic, and tells of the 
creation of the world’s biggest triplane 
for the transport of passengers, which 
has an enormous engine. 

The plane has just been tested... It de-

Another still 
larger plane is under construction 
which, it is said, will have a passenger- 
carrying limit of 100.

Hospital there were 
transferred to the Comfort. 

Gonfirmation of the story that the Ger- 
Mians boiled down the bodies of their 
dead from the battlefield to get fat was 
brought by Captain Robert W. Hudgens 
ef the 118th Infantry of Lawrence, Va., 
who received fourteen shrapnel wounds 
en Oct. 1+.

Managers Say Public’s Petition 
Will Begin to Reach Wash- ° 
ington Today. 


MAYOR IS A SIGNER HERE 


Committee Says 10 Per Cent. Rate 
Cut Business a Third—Sees 
Loss with Tax Doubled. 


Three million protests. against the 20 
per cent. theatre tax, the result of the 
theatrical managers’ campaign up to and 
including Saturday night, will begin to 
reach Washington this morning from all 
over the country. Members of the Man- 
agers’ Committee estimated yesterday 
that 1,000,000 signatures a day will be 
obtained in the various playhouses of 
the country during the present week, 
and these will be forwarded daily from 
each city to the Senate Committee on 
Finance and the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House. 

A summary of the alleged effect of | 
the original 10 per cent. tax upon the 
theatres, together with an estimate’ of 
the damage which will be wrought by an 
increased impost, was issued by the 
managers yesterday following a-meeting 
during the morning in the New York 
Theatre Building.

* When the original 10 pér cent tax 
sicbaak into effect, the theatres through- 
out the provincial districts of the 
United States, embracing all the 
smaller cities. and the one-night | 
stands, were affected by a decrease 
of business to the extent of one-third 
the previous box office takings. It is 
now carefully and thoroughly estimat- 
ed that, shou the tax increased 
to 20 per cent. on theatre tickets e 
theatrical business throughout e 
country will be affected to the extent 
of fully 60 per cent. 

‘* Moreover, a large number of the 
smaller attractions will be wiped out, 
thus entailing the closing of hundreds 
of theatres throughout the land, and 
putting thousands of people out of em- 
ployment. Not only will the _——_

will the transportation lines of the 
country, including railroads and street 
car lines. Hotels, cigar stores, flor- 
ists, candy shops and innumerable 
other industries will find their receipts 
depleted to a very large degree.’’

A dedication copy of’ the excessively 
rare first edition. of John. Milton's 
** Comus,’’ Lonaon, 1637, is included in 
the hooks from the library of Herschel 
V. Jones of The Minneapolis Journal 
that will be sold at the Anderson Gal- 
leries on Jan. 29 and 30. It is entitled 
‘* A Maske Presented at Ludlow Castle, 
1634, on Michaelmasge Night Before the 
Right Honorable John Earle of Bridge- 
water, Vicount Brackly, Lord President 
of Wales, and One of His Majesties Most 
Honorable Privie Counsell.’’ The dedi- 
cation is by Henry Lawes to ‘‘ John 
Lord Vicount Brackly, son and heire 
apparent to the Earle of Bridgewater.”’ 
In the dedication Lawes says the piece 
was ‘‘not openly acknowledged by its 
author,"’ and that the publication of it 
Was occasioned by the trouble which he

KING GEORGE LOSES 


Piece John, 13 Years Old, Dies 
at Sandringham Palace After 


Epileptic Seizure.

LONDON, Jan. 19. — Prince John, 
youngest of the five sons of King 
George, died last night at Sandringham. 
He’ had never enjoyed” robust ‘health, 
but no news of his illness had been per- 
mitted to:come out to interfere with 
the strenuous work the King and Queen 
have been lately performing. 

Although he was 13 years old,: very 
little had ever been. publicly known of 
Prince John. He got his schooling home 
and did not appear, like Princes Henry 
and George, at the festivities in honor 
of President Wilson. — 

His -death will, of course, put. the 
court into mourning,.but it is not ex- 
pected that. the King will permit it. to 
interfere with his duties:in these critical 
times. 


LONDON, Jan. 19, (Associated Press.) 
—The following official bulletin was 
issued this evening in connection with 
the death of Prince John: 

Prince John, who since infancy had 
suffered epileptic fits, which lately had 
become more frequent and = severe, 
passed away in his sleep following an 
attack at 5:30 P. M. Saturday.”

He was possessed of 
exuberant spirits, was the prime favor- 
ite of all classes, and the idol of the 
servants and tenants at, Windsor. | It 
is said that he was the favorite brother 
of Princess Mary, who loved to romp 
with him.

Rockefeller,’ Jr.; leader of the class, ad- 
dresséd ‘his audience upon the meaning 
of the Passover. 

“Men are selected for great tasks," 
said Mr. Rockefeller, ‘‘ because: of theif 
special -fitness, and. In God’s selection 
of Moses for the task of leading the 
children of Israel out of the wilderness 
there must have been.a wonderful di- 
vine faith in the qualifications of the 
man upon whom this unparalleled honor 
fell. That Moses did not fail is only 
another evidence that we continualiy 
have of the infallibility of 

‘*The question is, have we of today 
the same faith in our ability to perform 
the tasks that are set for us as had 
Moses in himself. We may. not have 
great place to fill; but are we doing, in 
our humble way, what..we. should do; 
all that we should\ do. We must. not 
fail; or the whole fabric of civilized lite 
will: fail, for the fabric cannot be kept 
intact if there are broken threads here 
and there. 

*“ Take, for example, what we owe to 
our Government, «to society, to our 
country. What is the flag itself—noth- 
ing ‘but stars and: stripes,” It has little 
or ‘no intrinsic value, but it is a great 
symbol that we: may live and have our 
liberty today, therefore we defend it 
with our lives, for it means. our ltves, 
our happiness, our liberty.

Receipts Decrease Slightly Pending 
Adjustments Following Strike. 


Although the receipts of milk in New 
York City yesterday were 227,413 quarts 
legs than-the receipts for Saturday, 
when ..
